Campus Rally 



Downtown March

More than 60 Laurentian stud- 
ents marched on the Provinci- 
al Buildings in downtown 
Sudbury last Monday- The 
march was part of Laurentian's 
Day of Protest, organized by 
the Association des etudiants 
francophones, the Students' 
General Association, and the 

Ontario Federation of Stu- 
dents, for the National Week 
of Protest against the under- 
funding of post-secondary 

education. 

Several quest speakers, incl- 
uding Barb Taylor, OFS chair- 
person, and Dr Henry Best, 
took part in a rally held earlier 
that morning in the Great Hall. 
At about 11:45 am, a bus 
loaded with boisterous studen- 
ts headed downtown . The 
demonstrators, led by Matt 
Saughnessy, an OFS fieldwor- 
ker, Taylor and SGA President 
Bill Scott, carried signs and 
banners demanding the end of 
cutbacks and greater acces- 
sibility to post-secondary edu- 
cation. 

Cheers of "Save us from 
Davis!" "Hey ho, hey ho, 
Bette, Bette's gotta go!" "Edu- 
cation is our right!" and "They 
say cutbacks, we say fight 
back!" were to be heard 
everywhere the students went 

After picketing outside the 
Provincial Buildings, the prot- 
estors moved on to the 
seventh floor where the Minis- 
try of Education was located. 
Making their presence known, 
they proceeded to the cafeter- 
ia, to the astonishment of 
lunching administrators, and 
into the main lobby of Cicic 
Square. 



Saughnessy then called for 
the attention of the administr- 
ators on the many levels 
looking onto the lobby and 
explained the purpose of the 
protest. The explanation met 
with muted applause. 

Following this, the enthusi- 
astic group marched to City 
Centre, handing out flyers 



along the way. The demonstra- 
tors, still wearing the blue arm 
bands distributed that morn- 
ing, attracted the attention of 
many lunch-hour shoppers 
and passers-by. More flyers 
were given out and cheering 
continued boisterously. 

At 1:15 p.m. Scott called an 
end to the demonstration, 



claiming that Laurentian stud- 
ents had now made their 
presence felt and their views 
known. 

A press conference was 
later held at the offices of the 
AEF. 

Whether or not the march 
will have any effect on 



cutbacks and accessibility re- 
mains to be seen. One encour- 
aging fact was that the recep- 
tionist and support staff at the 
Mmistry of Education were in 

favour of the students' dema- 
nds, "They were very orderly 
and agreeable," seemed to be 
their genera! impression of the 
march.

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Laurentian Experience 
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After several months of 
deliberation, the Executive of 
the Board of Governors and 
the Laurentian Fund Com- 
mittee gave the official nod to 
Uie Fund - an ambitious five 
year and STSmillion fund 
raising project. Said Dr. Frank 
Clumpus, Chairman of the 

Board of Governors, "We feel 
as positive as we can feel 

under the economic condi- 
tions." 

Dr. Clumpus and Dr. Henry 
Best, President of Laurentian, 
»vere installed as co-chairmen 
of the Fund's phase one. This 
phase concentrates on the 
northeastrern Ontario region 
and includes the internal 
campaign. Designed to run 
through the fall of 1982, the 
first phase will see the stu- 
dents, the faculty, and former 
Board of Governors members 
approached. 

The official kick-off of the 
campaign is set for Friday, 
March 19, 3:30p.m., in the 
Great Hall. The Fund's Hon- 
ourary Chairperson, Marsh A.
